preparation and packing of teas, shall be (ree of
duty: and the following artieles are to be ad-
mitted at the reduced rate of five per oent.,
viz.:—Machines and muachinory, drugs, medi-
cines, (the prohibition of the importation of
opinm, aceording to the exdsting troaty,romaing
in tull force), won In pigs oc bars, sheet irdnm
and iron wire, tin plates, white sugar in lonves
or crushed, gluss, glassware, clocks, witchos

and walch-chnins, wines, malted and spirftuous
